Understanding Is Strained

"It was a simple matter of a bullet 


through the temple." 


With those words, spoken in a falter- 


ing voice, the news commentator betrayed 
his own disbelief, almost, of the fact that 
President Kennedy was dead. Throughout 
the nation, the people of the United States 
were stunned with the reality of this tragic 
calamity. 


The young man who had given great

It was a sim- 
ple matter in that regard but not in any 
other. 


It is not simple in terms of human un-

It is not simple, cither, In terms of its 


consequences. There is left now only the 
hope that the nation will rally behind for- 
mer Vice President Lyndon Johnson who 
has now been sworn in as I'rcsldciu. 


There is great uncertainty, though, 


and great human misery. Who killed Presi- 
dent Kennedy is one thing but how it really 
came about Is quite another. 


Now we shall have a look at ourselves. 


Now we shall examine our social structure 
to sec those things in it that contribute to 
the twisting of a mind to such a degree 
that it can take such dreadful action. 


We shall sec If there is not within many 


of us a part of the cause ol this national 


catastrophe. How much of the guilt belongs 
to those who have never known the mean- 
ing of toleration?

Not just racial prejudice. That might 


make finding the answer a little too easy.

It covers all men in each and every 


act of their existence — in their family life, 
business, community, church and all that 
they do. Did the assassin have before him 
an example of dedication to humanity and 
the dignity of mankind or was he constant- 
ly exposed to a philosophy of human ex- 
p'loitation of one kind or another? 


Did the assassin kill because he came 


to believe that even the life of another hu- 
man being should not stand in the way of 
his own convictions? Did he plot his trai- 
torous way while blinded with the exagger- 
ated righteousness of his own cause? 


These arc some of the questions that 


will haunt us in the days and weeks ahead. 
We will grope in our remorse and anxiety 
for some clue as to what kind of world 
we have fashioned, what kind of times we 
have created, to bring about this awful 
thing. 


Both domestically and internationally, 


an awesome burden now falls upon the 
shoulders of President Johnson. In our 
hearts and in our prayers, we will carry 
a deepening sorrow for John F. Kennedy's 
death and a hope In Lyndon B. Johnson.

The man at the troubled 


U.S. helm through this vast 
sea of difficulty was born at 
his family's Brooklinc, Mass., 
home outside Boston, M a y

brother, Joseph P. Kennedy 
Jr., who was killed in World 
War II. After John's b i r t h , 
four girls, Rosemary, Kath- 
leen. Eunice and Patricia, fol- 
lowed before the third sou, 
Robert F. Kennedy, was born 
in 1925. He became attorney 
general in his brother's ad- 
ministration. After R o b e r t , 
there was another girl, Jean, 
and then Edward F., the last 
of nine children, born in 19.52. 


The youngest of the family 


continued the tradition of suc- 
cessful politics by being elect- 
ed U.S. senator from Massa- 
chusetts in 1962 at the age of 
no. 


The family grew up in an 


atmosphere of politics, fired 
by two grandfathers whose 
scramble as Irish immigrants 
from the cast Boston shanties 
of potato famine refugees to 
lace curtain respectability un- 
derscored the A m e r i c a n 
dream.

Had Joe Jr. survived t h e

than his brother, John leaned 
toward a career in writing or 
teaching.

After the war. K e n n e d y 


dabbled in newspaper work, 
then decided to try for a Bos- 
ton congressional scat being 
vacated by the incumbent. 
Only 29, he campaigned hard, 
talked pocketbook issues and 
won the nomination over a 
field of nine other Democrats. 
Running in a normally Dem- 
ocratic district, he e a s i l y 
defeated his Republican op- 
ponent. 


In Congress. Kennedy kept

In 1952. the entire Ken- 


nedy family of b r o t h e r s 
and sisters and in-laws moved 
in to help with "coffee hours" 
and other political innovations 
as John defeated Henry Cab- 
ot Lodge for the U.S. Senate. 


Kennedy was married Sept. 


12, 1953, to Jacqueline Bou- 
vicr, then 23, at a fashionable 
wedding at Newport.

Johnson tried in 1960 for the 


presidential nomination. When 
Kennedy won, Johnson accept- 
ed second place on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 


Very Active 


Accepting too the Kennedy 


leadership, he became extra- 
ordinarily active in behalf of 
the Kennedy policies. T h i s 
activity included work for the 
civil rights program Kennedy 
laid down — something that 
lessened Johnson's popularity 
in the south — and there was 
some talk this year that John- 
son might be dumped from 
the ticket next year. 


But on Oct. 31, Kennedy 


was asked whether, if he ran 
next year, he would a g a i n 
want Johnson as the vice pres- 
idential nominee, and wheth- 
er he expected Johnson to be 
on the ticket.

Johnson, 55 years old, suf-

Washington scene. 


•As Senate majority leader, 


he was all over the political 
scene, but some thought he 
would have to slow down 
when he became vice presi- 
dent—ordinarily just a cere- 
monial job. 


But he took on so many 


chores he needed three offices 
from which to operate—in the 
Capitol, in the new Senate Of- 
fice Building and in the White 
House. He kept 17 staffers 
hopping. 


At 6 feet 3, weighing close 


to 200 pounds, Johnson has al- 
ways been supercharged with 
energy. 


- Considerate 


He has been called self- 


centered and considerate; a 
humanitarian and power-hun- 
gry; 
a shrewd opportunist 


and a political genius; tough 
and yet vulnerable: 
vain, 


friendly, sensitive, flamboy- 
ant. 


Friends 
and others who 


watched him on his rise over 
the decades agreed that he 
was just flexible enough, or 
human enough, to have been 
all of those things at one time 
or anther. 


Johnson once said of him- 


self: 


"I am a f r e e man, an 


American, a United States 
Senator, and a Democrat, in 
that order. 


"I am also a liberal, a con- 


servative, a Texan, a taxpay- 
er, a rancher, a business 
man, a consumer, a parent, 
a voter, and not as young as 
I used to be nor as old as I 
expect to be—and I /am all 
those things in no fixed or- 
der." 


Arthur Edson, Associated 


Press writer who has special- 
ized on politics and personal- 
ities, once commented that a 
person's opinion of Johnson 
would be swayed by where 
that p e r s o n met him.

Dallas Oft—There were five 


of us in the car. When we 
heard the first shot, the Presi- 
dent had already turned the 
comer. We had not made the 
corner yet. Then we heard 
two more shots. 


As far as I know, three 


shots were all I heard. I just 
Instinctively looked that way. 
First, somebody joked about 
it being a firecracker. 


Then, since I was facing 


the building where the shots 
were coming from, I jusl 
glanced up and saw two col- 
ored men In a window strain- 
ing to look at a window up 
above them. 


As I looked up to the win- 


dow above, I saw a rifle be- 
ing pulled back in the win- 
dow. It might have been rest- 
ing on the window sill. I 
didn't c\cn see 1C It had a 
scope on it. 


It was the second floor 


down from the top of the 
building and it was the end 
window facing Elm Street, the 
corner window. The Presi- 
dent's car was about halfway 
between Houston Street and 
the underpass. We were be- 
ginning to turn the corner. He 
(the gunman) had about a 45- 
dcgrcc angle from the build- 
Ing fo the President's car. 


I looked to my left and I 


could see both cars speeding 
off, the President's car and 
the car behind him carrying 
the vice president. They dis- 


appeared under the under- 
pass. 


Then I could sec a colored 


family covering up their child 
on the grass. A policeman 
was down on his knee. I 
couldn't tell if her were hit. 
1 thought the child was dead 
or something. Then the Negro 
parents picked up the boy and 
ran. 


As soon as I saw the rifle, 


I knew someone was trying 
to kill them, but it never 
entered my mind that he 
could be dead. I just couldn't 
believe it at first. 


It's going to give Dallas an 


awful bad name I think. The 
general reaction of all the 
guys around me was that 
they just couldn't believe a 
thing like that could happen 
hero. 


Washington (UPI)-A stark 


gray Navy ambulance driv- 
ing through dark November 
streets bore the body of the 
slain President back to Wash- 
ington for the last time Fri- 
day night. 


Closeted in grief 
behind 


drawn curtains rode John F. 
Kennedy's widow, along with 
a group of his closest friends 
and associates. 


The route travelled from 


Andrews Air Force Base in 
nearby Maryland to Bethesda 
Naval Hospital where 
the 


body will be held overnight. 
Speaker John W. McCormack 
announced that the dead 
President be t a k e n to the 
White House Saturday and 
then will lie In stale in the 
Capitol for public mourning 
all day Sunday.

him at a breakfast appear- 
ance and apologized because 
Mrs. Kennedy was not with 
him—that she was "organiz- 
ing herself—it takes longer."

Mrs. Kennedy attended t h e 
breakfast in the Hotel Texas, 
sponsored by the Fort Worth 
Chamber of Commerce. Mrs. 
Kennedy walked in some min- 
utes late and her entrance 
brought tremendous applause 
from the 2,500 guests. 


Both were presented Texas 


boots and the President got a 
Texas hat. He declined to put 
it on in public, joking that he 
would wear it at the White 
House next Monday.

and Mrs. Kennedy left the 
Texas Hotel by auto for Cars- 
well Air Force Base near Fort 
Worth and their short flight 
to Dallas. 


—11:37 a.m. The presiden-

The motorcade 
raced to Parkland Hospital 
near the Trade Mart and Ken- 
nedy was taken to the emer- 
gency ward, where he re- 
ceived a blood transfusion 
and then Extreme Unction 
from Catholic priests. 


—1 p.m. The President died. 


On arrival at Andrews, the 


bronze-colored casket of the 
assassinated chief executive 
was placed on a lift truck at 
a plane door by four of Ken- 
nedy's aides. Flashes of 
bronze l i g h t glittered with 
painful intensity from flood- 
lights at the mournful scene. 


In final salute, on Air Force 


honor guard snapped to rigid 
attention and six s a i l o r s 
moved in to carry the coffin 
to the ambulance. 


There was a hush as the 


casket was brought to the lift 
truck by L a w r e n c e F. 
O'Brien, special assistant for 
legislative affairs; Kenneth 
O'Donncll, Kennedy's appoint- 
ment secretary; Dave Pow- 
ers, the White House recep- 
tionist and longtime presiden- 
tial crony, and Brig. Gen. 
Godfrey, McHugh, the presi- 
dent's Air Force aide. 


Strained 


Mrs. Kennedy, strained with 


grief, was escorted by Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy and 
her husband's naval aide, 
Capt. T a z e w e 11 Shephard. 
Joining the mourners in the 
ambulance was Mrs. Evelyn 
Lincoln, Kennedy's secretary 
over the years. 


The President's body ar- 


rived at the Bethesda hspital 
shortly after 6 p.m. CST. 


Before driving to the rear, 


the hearse paused at the 
front entrance to the building, 
where several hundred people 
were gathered. The croud 
stood back in silence.

Connally of Texas, wounded 
by the sniper who assassin- 
ated President Kennedy, was 
in stable and satisfactory con- 
dition Friday night. He ap- 
parently had not learned of 
the President's death, doctors 
said. 


Dr. Robert W. Shaw, said 


Connally, who underwent sur- 
gery for more than an hour, 
was "in better spirits." He 
said he did not anticipate Con- 
nally getting any worse, and 
no further s u r g e r y was 
planned. 


Shaw, the attending physi- 


cian, said the governor was 
apparently struck by just one 
bullet that traveled through 
his chest, hit his wrist and 
lodged in his thigh.

car with Kennedy. 


lion's Nellie? 


"How's Nellie?" Connally 


asked after coming out of sur- 
gery, speaking of lus wife.

Connolly, former secretary

Shaw said, "From what we 


know about his condition at 
the present time, he will com- 
pletely recover without a dis- 
ability of any sort." 


He estimated that Connally

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Modern-Day Witchcraft 


Still With Us 
In Essence 


By WILLIAM 


The British government has given left- 


handed approval to the practice of witch- 
craft, should there be any in the kingdom 
who want to practice the art. And appar- 
ently there arc some xvho want to so prac- 
tice as the basis for discussion of the sub- 
ject is reports that the ancient art has 
shown up. Actually, what the British gov- 
ernment said was that "witchcraft ceased 
to be a criminal offense in 1735." It is not 
the government's mind, it was reported, 
228 years later, to bring in fresh legisla- 
tion on the subject. 


> Some might say that this could bring 


about a return to witchcraft in some parts 


of England. The tech- 
nical error here is 
whether a people can 


_ 
"go back" to some- 
they have never left. 


The fact is that the real essence of witch- 
craft, or at least a large part of it. has 
never disappeared from the scene, even 
the American scene. Witchcraft is largely 
remembered as the practice by people of 
certain actions and the use of certain pro- 
ducts in such a way as to bring about a 
desired end. It is a sort of mysterious man- 
ner of making tilings happen that could 
not otherwise come about. 


History is full of talcs of thousands of 


people put to death for the practice of 
witchcraft and of the many evils of which 
they were accused. It was believed that 
•witchcraft could do such things as make 
land barren, cause people to strangle, in- 
voke the wrath of elements and a host of 
other dreadful happenings. 


Witches themselves were credited with 


great personal powers such as'the power 
to become invisible, to fly, to be in many 
places at one time, to be born again, to 
be immune from pain, to be all-knowing, etc. 
Many early-day religions were heavy with 
the influence of witchcraft and witches. 


It is said, quite correctly, that we do 


not today believe in witches and witchcraft. 
There are isolated pockets of the world 
where civilization is still unknown in which 
witchcraft is still prominent but it is no 
longer part of the modern world. And yet, 
much of what witchcraft really was still is 
a part of the world. What has never been 
done away with is the real basis of witch- 
craft, human fear. This is largely what the 
witches and others of their kind and of their 
day lived on. There were good things that 
could sometimes be done by the witches 
but they were not done unless certain re- 
quirements were met. The requirements 
were met because the people feared the 
wrath of the witches if they exerted their 
independence.

Fear as u human emotion probably will 


never be eliminated nnd will go on through 
generation after generation producing Its 
share of influence upon the world. In Oma- 
ha this week we have seen a meeting of 
governors of Midwest states In which fear 
has been expressed of the federal govern- 
ment. The attitude has not been confined 
to Republican governors, cither, and nolli- 
ing has been reported of any Democratic 
defense of our federal system, despite the 
fact that it is a Democratic administration 
in (lie White House. But will this fear be 
enough to accomplish an end to its own 
foundations? Will the growing influence of 
the federal government be halted as a re- 
sult of states assuming mure responsibili- 
ties?

Once again, just as in witchcraft of old. 


fear alone is a destructive influence and 
one that can lead to disaster. It is not enough 
that we have a concern over the role of the 
federal government. If we intend to do some- 
thing, about this concrn, we must pick up 
where we want the federal government to 
leave off. 


If we arc against federal aid to edu- 


cation, we must provide sufficient educa- 
tional opportunities ourselves but to date 
we have largely refused to do this. Only 
when we arc placed with our backs against 
the wall do we open our pockctbooks and 
put our money on the line for education 
nnd even then we do as little as we pos- 
sibly can. 


We constantly express skepticism of 


government activity in the many welfare 


areas of our society 
but what states act in 
this area? What states 
would on their own 
take care of their un- 


employed, Uicir old. their impoverished and 
the many others of their citizens who are 
unable to provide for themselves? We won- 
der how many states would adopt the rec- 
lamation and conservation practices that 
arc in use today without the help of the 
federal government? Not very many. Most 
of them would use up their resources and 
leave nothing but a barren land to future 
generations. 


One leading farm organization in this 


state has even gone on record as opposed 
to further reclamation. Imagine that, op- 
posed to the intelligent conservation of our 
natural resources! No, we have never got- 
ten rid of the basis of witchcraft even 
though we may have eliminated the art it- 
self. What this basis of fear produced cen- 
turies ago is often producing nothing better 
yet today.

Modern-Day Witchcraft

The British government has given left- 
handed approval to the practice of witch­ 
craft, should there be any in the kingdom 
who want to practice the art. And appar­ 
ently there 
are some who want to so prac­ 
tice as 
the basis for discussion of 
the sub­ 
ject is reports 
that the ancient art has 
shown up. Actually, what the British gov­ 
ernment said was that “ witchcraft ceased 
to be a criminal offense in 1735." It is not 
the government’s mind, it was reported, 
228 years later, to bring in fresh legisla­ 
tion on the subject. 
Some might say that this could bring 
about a return to witchcraft in some parts 
of England. The tech­ 
nical 
error here 
is 
whether a people can 
__________________ 
*‘go back" 
to some- 
they have never left, 
The fact is that the real essence of witch­ 
craft, or at least a large part of it, has 
never disappeared from the scene, even 
the American scene. Witchcraft is largely 
remembered as the practice by people of 
certain actions and the use of certain pro­ 
ducts in such a way as to bring about a 
desired end. It is a sort of mysterious man­ 
ner of making things happen that could 
not otherwise come about. 
History is full of tales of thousands of 
people put to death for the 
practice 
of 
witchcraft and of the many evils of which 
they were accused. It was believed that 
witchcraft could do such things as make 
land barren, cause people to strangle, in­ 
voke the wrath of elements and a host of 
other dreadful happenings. 
Witches themselves were credited with 
great personal powers such as the power 
to become invisible, to fly, to be in many 
places at one time, to be born again, to 
be immune from pain, to be all-knowing, etc. 
Many early-day religions were heavy with 
the influence of witchcraft and witches. 
★ 
It is said, quite correctly, that we do 
not today believe in witches and witchcraft. 
There are isolated pockets of the world 
where civilization is still unknown in which 
witchcraft is still prominent but it is no 
longer part of the modern world. And yet, 
much of what witchcraft really was still is 
a part of the world. What has never been 
done away with is the real basis of witch­ 
craft, human fear. This is largely what the 
witches and others of their kind and of their 
day lived on. There were good things that 
could sometimes be done by the witches 
but they were not done unless certain re­ 
quirements were met. 
The 
requirements 
were met because the people feared the 
wrath of the witches if they exerted their 
independence. 


Fear as a human emotion probably will 
never be eliminated and will go on through 
generation after generation producing its 
share of influence upon the world. In Oma­ 
ha this week we have seen a meeting of 
governors of Midwest states in which fear 
has been expressed of the federal govern­ 
ment. The attitude has not been confined 
to Republican governors, either, and noth­ 
ing has been reported of any Democratic 
defense of our federal system, despite the 
fact that it is a Democratic administration 
in the White House. Rut will this fear be 
enough to accomplish an end to its own 
foundations? Will the growing influence of 
the federal government be halted as a re­ 
sult of states assuming more responsibili­ 
ties? 
★ 
Once again, just as in witchcraft of old, 
fear alone is a destructive influence and 
one that can lead to disaster. It is not enough 
tbat we have a concern over the role of the 
federal government. If we intend to do some­ 
thing about this concrn, we must pick up 
where we want the federal government to 
leave off. 
If we are against federal aid to edu­ 
cation, we must provide sufficient educa­ 
tional opportunities ourselves but to date 
we have largely refused to do this. Only 
when we are placed with our backs against 
the wall do we open our pocketbooks and 
put our money on the line for education 
and even then we do as little as we pos­ 
sibly can. 
We constantly express skepticism 
of 
government activity in the many welfare 
areas of our society 
but what states act in 
this area? What states 
would on their own 
take care of their un­ 
employed, their old, their impoverished and 
the many others of their citizens w'ho are 
unable to provide for themselves? We won­ 
der how many states would adopt the rec­ 
lamation and conservation practices that 
are in use today without the help of the 
federal government? Not very many. Most 
of them would use up their resources and 
leave nothing but a barren land to future 
generations. 
One leading farm organization in this 
state has even gone on record as opposed 
to further reclamation. Imagine that, op­ 
posed to the intelligent conservation of our 
natural resources! No, we have never got­ 
ten rid of the basis of 
witchcraft 
even 
though we may have eliminated the art it­ 
self. What this basis of fear produced cen­ 
turies ago is often producing nothing better 
yet today.

Therefore, he 
just walked away and disappeared some­ 
where over the horizon. Time marches on. 
The story is no longer useful. Nowadays 
the children would go on ADC and Silas 
would showr up in 
California 
wearing a 


flowered shirt, making a pile in real es­ 
tate. 
On this date in 1935 our first C h i n a 
Clipper became airborne and flew mail

miles in 7 days. President F. D. Roosevelt 
commented, “ I thrill at the wonder of it 
all.” 
Also in 1863 the Civil War Battle of

Who Is Class B? 


Senators Clifford Case. R, N.J. a n d 
Maurine Neuberger, D, Ore., recently co­ 
sponsored a bill which would require sen*- 
ators to disclose their outside financial in­ 
terests much in the same way the Senate 
requires cabinet level appointees but with­ 
out the demand to dispose of such as might 
attract a conflict of interest. 
This 
aroused 
Sen. 
Everett Dirksen, 
R. 111., who vowed he is not about to re­ 
duce himself to a Class B citizen. 
He added that the dignity and self re­ 
spect of the senate demand rejection of the 
measure by a substantial vote. He said fur­ 
ther that members of Congress are screened 
by the electorate and that should be an 
added test of their fitness. 
That is too elementary. The electorate 


does not investigate. It trusts. There have 
been instances where that trust has been 
injured. 
As to Class B citizenship, Sen. Dirksen 
should be requested to explain wrhy the Sen­ 
ate requires both disclosure and divestiture 
of cabinet nominees. Are they Class B citi­ 
zens? 
The members of Congress have always 
enjoyed official privileges, 
and properly. 
But those privileges were designed to pro­ 
tect the legislative institution so that law 
making should proceed in fullest nobility, 
so that each law maker might speak and 
act from the depths of his mind and con­ 
science without fear of reprisal. They were 
in nowise designed to serve self interest. 
Their aim is to preserve the public interest.

In New York, two former 
presidents, Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower and Herbert Hoover, 
issued statements of sorrow. 
‘Shock, Dismay! 
“ I share the sense of shock 
and dismay that all Ameri­ 
cans feel at the despicable 
act that resulted in the death 
of our nation’s President,” 
Eisenhower said. 
H o o v e r commented: ‘‘He 
loved America and has given 
his life for his country. 
I 
join our bereaved nation in 
heartfelt sympathy to Mrs. 
Kennedy and their two chil­ 
dren.” 
Flags were lowered to half- 
staff across the nation and 
business came to a standstill 
as Americans tried to express 
their grief. 


F o r m e r Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon, who lost 
the presidency to Kennedy, 
said: 
“The assassination of 
the President is a terrible 
tragedy for the nation. Mrs. 
Nixon and I have sent a per­ 
sonal message expressing our

hour of sorrow.”

Stevenson Comments 
Adlai E. Stevenson, chief 
U.S. delegate at the United 
Nations said that the tragedy 
was “ beyond comprehension.” 
“ All of us who knew him 
will 
bear the 
grief of his 
death to the day of ours,” 
said Stevenson. “And ail men 
everywhere who love peace 
and justice and freedom will 
bow their heads. 


In Moscow, Soviet Deputy

He was a great 
world inspiration.” 
In Paris, the usually gay 
night clubs and cafes were 
plunged in gloom. 
“ It is incredible." one wait­ 
er said. “ I don’t want to be­ 
lieve it. It is a joke in bad 
taste.”

Some compared his loss to 
the assassination in 1865 of 
Abraham Lincoln, the “ Great 
Emancipator” 
who 
brought 
an end to slavery. 
Recalling that historic slay­ 
ing. A. Philip Randolph, Negro 
president of the Brotherhood 
of Sleeping Car Porters and a 
leader in the civil rights strug­ 
gle, called Kennedy, next to 
Lincoln, the nation’s greatest 
president. 
“The second emancipator of 
black people from the serfdom 
of racial segregation, has been 
struck down by an assassin’s 
bullet," he said. 
‘Face Challenge’ 
“Negroes face a challenge 
to rededieate their lives to 
complete the unfinished busi­ 


ness of American democracy 
for 
which 
two 
Presidents 
have died.” 
Roy Wilkins, president of 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) said, “ we 
have no doubt that the assas­ 
sin was motivated by hatred 
of the President’s ideals.” 
His “consistent commitment 
and espousal of basic human 
rights for all earned the un­ 
dying enmity of fanatics and 
loathsome 
bigots,” 
Wilkins 
said. 
James Farmer, national di­ 
rector of the Congress of Ra­ 
cial Equality—CORE—s a i d, 
“We believe that this assas­ 
sination was the result of the 
President’s efforts to bring 
about a m o r e democratic 
America. 
“We hope that this nation 
will rededieate itself to those 
ideals of his. Our prayers go 
out to Lyndon Johnson in the 
difficult days ahead.”

Power Districts Settle 
With General Electric 


Omaha (£) — Four major 


public power districts In Ne- 
braska announced Friday a 
joint settlement of lawsuits 
with the General Electric Co. 
arising out of price 
fixing 


charges brought against var- 
i o u s electrical equipment 
manufacturers by the federal 
government. 


The settlement will return 


$627,586 to the Nebraska util- 
ities on purchases made from 
1956 through 1959. 


The districts involved are 


the Omaha Public Power Dis- 
trict, the Loup Public Power 
District of Columbus, t h e 
Platte Valley Public Power 
a n d Irrigation 
District of 


North Platte and Consumers 
Public Power District. 


Under terms of the settle- 


ment OPPD will receive $557,- 
638, L o u p and Platte Dis- 
tricts will get $41,428 and Con- 
sumers will receive $28,520. 
Settlements with the utilities 
were generally in proportion 
to their purchases.

Retirees Provide Sympathetic Ears For Elders' Problems 


By ROBERT PETERSON . 
Older people love to talk. 


They also need to talk, par- 
ticularly when they l i v e 
alone and have no one to 
share tliclr problems a n d 
frustration;. 


But to whom can they 


.talk? Their children live 
elsewhere. Their neighbors 
aren't interested. Their ac- 
quaintances have their own 
problems. Their doctor is 
too busy. Their minister 
hasn't the time. And they 
can't afford and don't need 
a psychiatrist. 


The need of folks along in 


years to talk with someone 
sympathetic and trustworthy 
Is universal. Yet the solution 
to the problem of finding 
suitable listeners with plen- 
ty of time remains generally 
unsolved. 


About the only person in 


the nation who is doing 


something practical a b o u t 
meeting the need is the Rev. 
Canon Herbert Luzcnby of 
Trinity Episcopal C h u r c h 
here. 


"We're using retired peo- 


ple as counselors," s a i d 
Canon 
Lazenby, 
a 
blue- 


eyed, vigorous young cleric. 


"The need became appar- 


ent to me two years ago. 1 
found that neither my as- 
sociate nor I could spend 
as much time as we might 
have liked with the parish 
members, particularly the 
older ones who would come 
in and want to talk. 


"One very busy day an 


old gentleman popped into 
my office and wanted to tell 
me about his grandchildren 
and discuss the pros a n d 
cons of staying in his home 
or moving to a residence 
for elders. 


"In 
the outer 
office I 


noted nn cx-icachor waiting 
lo see me. She was a faith- 
ful parishioner with a splen- 
did mind and <;ertninly the 
background and ability to do 
routine counseling 


"So I excused myself and 


asked if she'd mind taking 
an office- down the hull and 
'just talk' with my caller. 
She uas (.''.-lighted, and so 
was the old ^ontlumjin when 
I explained that she was one 
of my 'assistants' and uould 
be able to talk with him at 
length.

—all 
retired 
parishioners 


whom I know to be cap- 
able and trustworthy," con- 
tinued Cano:i Lazenby who 
is also a social worker and 
who trains and supervises 
each assistant. "Although I 
had t h o u g h t we would 
serve 
only parish mem- 


bers, we no'w have older 
people coming in from all 
over town. Even 
doctors 


refer patients to us who 
have no organic or psychi- 
atric problems but simply a 
need to talk. 


"I sec each new person 


who comes in, and if his 
problem seems routine — 
as 95% of them do — I as- 
sign him to an assistant. 
If special counseling needs 
arc indicated we refer him 
to the appropriate com- 
munity agency. 


"We get some criticism 


from certain professionals 
who contend all counseling 
should be done by people 
who hold appropriate de- 
grees and who charge for 
their services. 


But I'm adamant in feel- 


ing that a mature, well-ad- 
justed person with common 
sense and natural gifts as 


a listener can deal effec- 
tively with the average per- 
son." 


It seems to me that Can- 


on Lazenby has launched 
a 
significant development 


in 
geriatrics. Let's hope 


ministers everywhere be- 
gin utilizing talents of com- 
petent retirees in t h e i r 
flocks by bringing them in 
as lay assistants and mak- 
ing them available to those 
who want and need to talk.

ing rickrack decorate satin 
slippers and their matching 
envelope case. These simple- 
to-make slippers and case 
arc mint green satin lined 
with pale yellow satin topped 
off with a pompon made of 
radiant rickrack . . . a gift 
that will enhance the base of 
any Christmas tree. 


You'll Need: 
J/= yard mint 


green satin; 
IA yard pale 


yellow satin; 12 yards radi 
ant 
rickrack 
in emerald 


green; one pair leatherette 
inner soles. 


Slippers: 
3. Choose inner soles the 


same size as your shoe size. 
Lay the soles on the yellow 
satin as a pattern outline and 
cut linings for slippers. Pin 
these linings to the foam rub- 
ber side of the soles. 


2. Following the diagram 


for top of slippers (enlarge 
if necessary) using one-inch 
graf paper. This diagram is 
for size small. For medium 
size, add Va inch all around. 
For large size, add % inch 
all around. Cut four pieces 
using the pattern, two for 
tops and two for top-linings. 


3. Pin top-linings to tops, 


right sides together a n d 
stitch with 
Vi inch seam 


across instep and front edges 
leaving edges open. T u r n 


lop right bide out and press. 
Stitch rickrack along the in- 
step and edge of top. Pin 
tops in place on soles, with 
front edges I-14 inches from 
toe point of sole. 


4. Cut bias binding strip 


l-'/j inches wide and l o n g 
enough to go around slipper 
sole. Pin binding in place 


around edge of slipper, wrong 
side out. Stitch through all 
thicknesses U inch in from 
edge of soles. Turn binding 
over to underside of sole. 
Turn edges under and blind 
stitch to sole. 


5. Make pompons by gath- 


ering 3 yards of radiant rick- 
rack for each pompon into 
2 inch loops and sewing loops 
together. Tack securely in 
place at center of slipper 
tops. 


Case: Cut one rectangle 


11" x 13" from mint green 
satin. Fold in half length- 
wise and cut one end of rec- 
tangle curved. Using this rec- 
tangle as a pattern, cut an- 
other from yellow satin for 
lining. 


Pin case lining to c a b c 


with right sides together. 
Stitch all around leaving an 
opening for turning at bot- 
tom edge. Turn right side 
out. 
Blind 
stitch 
opening 


closed. Press. Turn straight 
end up 3-n4 inches to form 
envelope. Pin at side edges. 
Top stitch edges together. 
Fold over curved end to form 
case flap. 


Stitch a band of radiant 


rickrack around edge of case 
flap. Make a pompon to 
match slippers and tack in 
place at the center of the 
flap. 


Opening lead — three of 


spades. 


The play of the hand would 


be greatly simplified if you 
could see all 52 cards. Tiicre 
would be little excuse for 
failing to find the best line of 
play, whether viewed from 
the standpoint of the declarer 
or the defense. 


However, since eacli play- 


er sees only dummy's 13 
cards and his own, and there- 
fore has to guess the loca- 
tion of the unseen 26 cards, 
many hands end with one 
side or the other having 
failed to exact the full meas- 
ure from their cards. There 
is n o t h i n g extraordinary 
about this — even in tiic 
best company, it happens 
with some fequcncy — but 
in most hands the declarer 
or the defenders are not 


supposed to stray from par 
very often. 


Take this hand, for ex- 


ample, where declarer's ex- 
pectancy is to lose four tricks 
and go down one. He would 
normally lose a spade and 
three clubs and suffer a one- 
trick defeat. 


However, if East-West 


were to slip in the play, he 
would wind up making the 
contract. West leads a spado 
which East takes with the 
ace. East might then ca&h 
the K-Q of clubs, West play- 
ing the six and then the four. 
If this happened, South would 
now make the rest of tlie 
tricks, regardless of what 
East played next. 


Granted that this would be 


mediocre defense, yet it is 
something that might take 
place in the ordinary course 
of events. East's first three 
plays appear to be noimal, 
yet they leave something to 
be desired. 


What East should do after 


winning the ace of spades is 
lead the Q-K of clubs inbtead 
of the K-Q. This abnormal or- 
der of plays should alert 
West to the actual situation 
and induce him to overtake 
the king with the ace and 
give East a club ruff. 


Any departure by a defen- 


der from standard p l a y 
should be read as a signal in- 
tended to convey a special 
meaning to partner. The play 
of the Q-K in that order falls 
into this category.

The p lay of the hand wou ld 
be greatly simp lified if y ou 
cou ld see all 52 cards. There 
wou ld be little ex cu se for 
failing to find the best line of 
p lay , whether v iewed from 
the standp oint of the declarer 
or the defense. 
Howev er, since each p lay ­ 
er sees only du m my ’s 13 
cards and his own, and there­ 
fore has to gu ess the loca­

The rest of the compound, 


including the President's sum- 
mer home near the barrier, 
appeared to be in darkness.

tions had been underway for 
a festive Thanksgiving cele- 
bration which the President 
and most of his brothers and 
sisters had planned to attend.

Ironically, C h i e f Justice 


•Paul White of Lincoln had 
ruled the contract usurious 
and void when he was serv- 
ing is Lancaster County Dis- 
trict Court judge. 


Friday's opinion reversing 


the district court ruling was 
written by Justice Leslie Bos- 
laugh. White did not dissent. 


The case involved the pur- 


chase of a trailer home. The 
district court, in addition to 
declaring the loan contract 
void, ordered the b a n k to 
return to the Bairs payments 
made on the loan. 


The district c o u r t said 


the bank waived Its immunity 
from suit in Nebraska courts 
when it included in the con- 
tract a stipulation that the 
contract "shall be governed 
by the laws of the state in 
which the buyer now resides 
(Nebraska)." 


But the Supreme Court held 


to the contrary. It said: 


"A provision in a contract 


that all matters relating to 
the execution, interpretation, 
validity and performance of 
it shall be governed by the 
laws of Nebraska is not a 
waiver of privilege from suit 
in Nebraska by an assignee 
of the contract." 


The bank relied on a feder- 


al law which provides that an

bank can be brought only in 
a federal district court with- 
in- the district in which the 
b a n k is established.

A spokesman for Harvard, 


where Kennedy once com- 
peted as a member of t h e 
shimming t e a m , said the 
game was c a n c e l l e d and 
added, "It probably \\ill nol 
lie rescheduled." 


A joint 
announcement at 


Yale said only that it \\ould 
"not 
take place this week- 


end." 


A reliable source later said 


that the game probably will 
be rescheduled for Nov. 30. 


The game was one of hun- 


dreds of athletic events sched- 
uled this weekend either post- 
poned or cancelled. 


Major Eastern race tracks 


shut down immediately on the 
announcement of the Presi- 
dent's death. T h e National 
Basketball Association post- 
poned its e n t i r e four-game 
Friday s l a t e , as did the 
American Hockey League. A 
Friday night fight between 
Allen Thomas of Chicago, and 
Johnny Pcrsol of New York, 
scheduled for national televi- 
sion coverage from Madison 
Scaiarc G a r d e n was can- 
celled. 


Dozens of major college 


football games scheduled Sat-

—probably Dec. 7. 


The game could effect the 


standings at the bottom end 
of the Big Eight ladder. A 
Kansas State win would give 
the Wildcats a sixth place tic 
with Colorado while a loss 
would leave Oklahoma State 
and Kansas State tied for 
seventh. 


The Kansas State-Oklahoma 


State game could not be 
played next Saturday because 
the Cowboys have an engage- 
ment that day with Oklahoma.

be spoken or sung in Latin. 
But the decree provides that 
National Conferences of Bish- 
ops may petition the Vatican 
for permission to introduce 
modern languages even into 
the heart of the mass. 


Other changes include: 
—The sacrament which pre- 


viously was known officially 
as "extreme unction" a n d 
popularly as "the last rites" 
henceforth will be named "the 
annointing of the sick." 


—Reform of the church cal- 


endar to put more emphasis 
on Sundays and the major 
feast days (such as Christ- 
mas and Easter). 


—A statement that the Cath- 


olic church will not oppose 
setting a fixed date for East- 
er.
